Martinique, alas! there are few of these 

to be had. The island, once on a 
level with the most advanced of the 
Caribbees, seems to have ret ed. 
Ever since the appalling disaster of 1902, 
when a burst of irom Mount Pelée 
destroyed 40,000 people in a few minutes, 
the white population has dwindled to 
nothi Most of the French: settlers lost 
their lives in St. Pierre on that fatal May 
morning. Their relatives in distant 
France apparently decided to leave the 
island severely alone, and the miles of 
forest and sugar-cane were given over. to 
the care of the gentle negro. Martinique 
has, in fact, ome a simple negro 
colony—‘‘isle mnégre’’ in contemptuous. 
French—with all that this implies. Out- 
side the streets of its tiny capital it 
strikes one as dirty, insanitary and slip- 
shod. By the ease-loving citizen of Europe 
it is best avoided. 

In the capital, Fort-de-France, one gets 
the first taste of negro quality. The little 
town is noisy, dirty and badly planned. 
The streets are flanked by reeking gutters 
of concrete, everyone about three feet in 
depth ; and woe to the unwary pedestrian 
who forgets to overstep them! You can 
get soused to your knees—and even get, 
, your leg broken, It was given to me to 

behold a very swell and much-medalled 
French official measure his full length in 
one of them. Ghastly, indeed, did his 
white clothes look when he emerged, and 
the cursing that followed was enjoyed by 
all for fully five minutes. 

In those streets of sweltering heat the 
air seems to percolate slowly. On tho 
‘morning of my landing there happened to 
be a carnival. A troop of about a 
hundred negroes of both sexes came 
shrieking round a corner, playfully throw- 
ing white ashes, flour and _ coloured 
powders in the faces and over the clothes 
of passers-by. In a second I found mysell’ 
dyed pink and green, blind and sneezing. 

shop-people were sympathetic though, 
and some moments afterwards saw me 
presentable again. i 


SQUALOR AND GLORY. 


Fort-de-France is confined in a circle of 
low hills, which lead away by gradations 
to the mighty peaks of the interior. . A 
motor-drive brings us up a long slope by~ 
the “ Didier’’ road (so called after a cele- 
brated mineral] spring situate a mile along 
it) past a few score of really beautiful” 
villas, every one surrounded by its own 
tropical garden. These are the residences 
of the rich Martiniquians—very few in 
proportion to the needy natives—who live 
amid. imitation French cookery, play 
tennis on concrete courts and drive to 
their offices in’ upholstered, electrically 
lit cars. The reign of comfort ends with . 
the-ensuing mile. Higher and higher 
climbs the road. Shabbier and shabbier 
grow the houses. Sovn the negro huts 
appear. They are first roofed with tin, 
then with tarred felt, then with leaves 
tied on with string. One feels disagree- 
ably the presence of a teeming population 
trying hard to live on nothing; and, as 
the squal*r,«f the humans increases, so 
does the mocking glory of nature. Greater 
and greater grow the trees, more and more 
luxuriant the vegetation. Soon come vast 
precipices clothed in tree-ferns so thickly 
that the greenery appears to be falling 
from the sky in cascades. Giant palnis, 
bread-fruit, with its beautifully indemted 
leaves; euphorbias, aralias, broad-leaved ' 
exotics that no one seems able to name, . 
vistas of shiny-leaved trees reflecting -the 
sun in a million sparkles. Also, there 
are coloured creepers—pink bougainvillia, 
blue solanum, yellow - bignonia, orange 
trees of vast size, spangled with gold-dust, 
and above all two volcanic peaks, the 
** Pitons de Carbet,’’ wooded to their very 
summits. 


FONDS-ST.-DENIS. 


The island now seems to have snlit in 
two. A dizzy precipice is yawning on the 
right, and the vegetation seems to be 
overhanging nothingness. The road is 
getting steadily worse, and the eccentric 
steering of the straw-hatted negro driver 
hardly adds to one’s sense af security. 
As we near the base of the big mountains | 
the weather seems to change; those once 
fiery peaks attract the from the far 
ocean. Darker and darker it grows; 
then, with a roar, descend the rain and 
squall, blotting out the view with a 
curtain of rushing opal, thundering like 
a million drums on the upturned flats of 
the leaves, turning the road into a torrent 
of pink mud. fhatever wild hope we 
might have had of bicycling through 
Martinique is now rudely dispelled. No 
make of cycle could cope with those foot- 
deep ruts and that sea of sticky, red clay. 

At the bottom of a ravine, a little 
village—Fonds-St.-Denis—is nestling. Its 
houses are of the nsual negro type, a. 
ramshackle, and invaded by an army olf 
shrieking fowls. When Pelée, in 1902, 
sent out her sheaf of flame the fiery blast 
passed overhead, burning the tops oí the 
ridges, but sparing the village beneath. 
One more dismal gully, where the tree- 
ferns well nigh shut out the day, then we 
emerge into ir ht. Before us lies a vast 
valley, the valley of the River Roxelane, 
at the far side of which towers the éyil 
genius of Martinique—the volcano Pelée 
of dreaded memory. A 

A glance at the ruins of Saint-Pierre 
will tell of the island’s vanished glory. 
Of the little city which boasted a bank, a 
botanical garden, a large hospital and an 
opera-house, only a heap of stones 
remains. Yet not even the disaster of 
1902 can break man’s faith in his own 
cleverness. A new town of matchwood, 
corrugated iron, rubble and tin advertise- 
ments is slowly arising among the ruins. 
In view of possible feelings of starvation 
after one’s trip through the mountains, it 
is comforting to read over a shop the 
notice, ‘‘Ici on vend les produits de Feliz. 
Potin.”” Tinried food is a blessing at

In happier days 
the woods of Versailles and Fontainbleau 
yielded to the ‘‘marchands des quat’ 
saisons"’ enormous bunches to retail at 
one franc each.

A correspondent writes:—In connection 
with the article on “ The Pipe’’ in your 
columns the other day, I feel sure the 
following extract from the Dublin Penny 
Journal, 1832, will be of interest to your 
readers. It is entitled “ Antiquity of 
Smoking in Ireland,’’ and runs thus: 
“The custom of smoking is of much 
greater antiquity in Ire than the 
introduction of tobacco into Europe. 
Smoking pipes made of bronze are fre- 
quently found in our Irish tumuli, or 
sepul mounds of the most remote 
antiquity, and similar pipes made of 
bak discovered daily in all 
parts of island. A curious instance 
of the bathos in sculpture, w 
illustrates the antiquity of this custom, 
occurs on the monument of ‘Donogh 
O’Brien, King of Thomond, who was 
killed in 1267 and interred in the Abbey 
of Corcumroe, in the County of Clare, of 
which his family were the founders. He 
is represented in the usual recumbent 
posture, with the short pipe or dudeen 
of the Irish in his mouth !'

It is possible that a picture by an 
Irish artist—Mr. John Keating of 
Rathfarnham—will be the problem 
picture of the season; it is the only 
icture which can be regarded as such. 
t depicts a group of workmen standing 
in a line, in the foreground, the back- 
ground being filled by a great barrage, or 
dam. On the right, a man points out 
the distant work to a boy, and a woman 
does the same to a babe. On the other 
side a German sits sleeping in a wheel- 
barrow, with open h lying listlessly 
on his knees. Another workman 
tipping a big can to his lips. In the 
centre stdnds a massive figure of a man 
carrying a large portfolio under his arm, 
looking down somewhat superciliously at 
a smaller figure of a man armed with 
rifle and rev-'ver, who is applying the 
thumb of his outstretched hand to his 
nose. In a corner sits a priest, reading 
his breviary and just below him is a 
burning candle near a cannon-mouth. 
To the extreme left, on an iron lattice 
work, hangs a skeleton wearing the pipe- 
adorned ““caubeen”’ of the Irish 
peasant, with the old-time coat, tails and 
shorts. A young man standing on the 
foot-board of an armoured car holds up 
a lighted lantern to inspect this grim 
reminder of the past. The figures are 
very well drawn, and the view of the 

at barrage is very impressive. 

ossibly the title, ‘‘ Night’s Candles are 
Burnt Out,” tells of the coming of 
electricity and a new day. 

Mr. Keating has another picture 
entilted ‘‘ Ras-na-n-Gaedeal,”’ showing 
two Irish peasants seated on a hillside 
gazing into the distance, one nursing a 
gun. The far-away expressions on both 
faces are cleverly conveyed. 

Apart from these works by an Irish 
artist, there are many charming bits 
of Irish scenery in the galleries, and 
among other articles of interest to the 
Irish Free State is a collection of the 
silver and copper coinage designed by 
Mr. Percy Metcalfe, shown by the Royal 
Mint in a case in the lecture room, with 
the gold coinage struck for Ecuador, also 
designed by Mr. Metcalfe. 

There is also a life-sized model of ‘‘ A 
Patriot,’ designed by Mr. Jerome 
Connor for the Irish Memorial, showing 
a sad-faced peasant standing and gazing 
into the distance. Mr. Connor has also 
a beautifully designed medallion of Walt 
Whitman in his old age. The room is 
dominated by a model, in almost heroic 
size, of Cardinal Moran, a statue 
designed by Sir Bertram MacKennal. 
Other works of interest in this room are 
busts by Aniza McGeehan, of “John 
Vincent Murphy, Esg.,”” and “Amy 
Gilmour,”’ both in bronze, that of the 
male subject being extremely well done. 
Mr. Michael Morahan has a_ very 
gracious personality in “ Peggy,’’ a life- 
sized bust. 


ROYAL PORTRAITS. 


“His Majesty the King,” by Mr. 
Oswald Birley, which has becn painted 
for the National Museum of Wales, 
Cardiff, has a place of honour in 
Gallery II, where it is placed under 
draperies of red and goll. It is one of 
the most human of the portraits of the 
K that I have seen. Both face and 
han are admirable, 2ad there is no 
attempt at flattery. It is, in fact, the 
King as he appeared before his illness. 
He is seated in an arm-chair, and 
serpents’ heads, forming the ends of the 
arms, peep out under the elbows of the 
subject—a not particularly happy touch. 
The King is wearing morning dress, with 
the Guards’ colours as a tie. The whole 
eflect of the picture is remarkably 
satisfying. 

In Gallery IV. “ Her Majesty the 
Queen,’’ by Mr. Campbell Taylor, is as 
informal in composition as the rait 
of the King. The Queen is seated in an 
}. upire Chair by the side of a table, on 
which rest a lapis lazuli vase and a 
Chinese jade ornament. She wears a 
gown of cyclamen-coloured material, with 
gold-lace vest and sleeves, the latter 
edged with fur, and a collar of diamonds 
round her neck. Her white hair is 
simply arranged, and she gazes out of 
the picture. This is also a notable 
portrait, though the artist has given 
the subject an éxpression that is rather 
on the severe side. The picture has been 
painted for the Royal College of Music. 

In the same room is an admirable 
portrait by Mr. Meredith Frampton, 
which seems almost too good to be true, 
it is painted in such a marvellously 
meticulous manner. It represents His 
Royal Highness the Duke of York, K.G., 
who is seated, wearing naval uniform. 


ORPEN AND LAVERY. 


In a‘ collection of nearly sixteen 
hundred works of art it is impossible to 
describe more than a few, but in a walk 
through the galleries the following 
struck me as worthy of notice :—Mr. 
Harold Knight has a number of 
paintings in his familiar style, but I 
think ‘‘ Lady: at the Piano—Miss Ethel 
Bartlett,’’ is the most charming.

TURNERESQUE SUNSETS. 


Mr. Julius Olsson has a series of his 
orgeous sunset effects, which are 
urneresque in their beauty. One is 
“ Kelp-Burning, County Kerry,” wit}, 
a sunset effect over the hills, and dartinz 
flames seen through the smoke here and 
there. Another is “ NighfTall, Wicklow 
Mountains," with some beautiful cloud 
studies reflected in still water. ‘* Norfolk 
Landscape.’ by Mr. George Graham, is 
very interesting, with its view of 
Norfolk Flats and an old mill in the 
foreground. ‘‘Ma Aung Saw Myang,” 
by Mr. Gerald Kelly, is a portrait of an 
exotic Burmese beauty. The picture is 
notable for its really marvellous 
painting of silken texture apart from a 
realistic representation of a picturesque 
subject. “‘Beneath the Bridge the 
Sleeping River Flows,” is by Sir David 
Murray, and is after his well-known 
style. Very beautiful with its summer 
colourings, it conveys an atmosphere of 
rural peace. 
“The Right Hon. The Earl of Meath, 
K.P.,” by Sir William Orpen, isa 
notable portrait. Lord Meath wears the 
mantle and collar of the Order of St. 
Patrick over a scarlet uniform. The 
head is finely modelled, the flesh tints 
are good, and the attitude, while easy, 
is dignified. Lord Meath is represented 
seated resting his left hand on the hilt 
of his sword. Next to this portrait is a 
striking one in quite a different style 
by Mr. Maurice Greiffenhagen, of ‘‘ W. 
J. Courtauld, Esg.” The subject wears 
a grey lounge suit, looking a business 
man, the sole relief being the crimson- 
flecked picotte in his button-hole.

SHAKESPEARE IN IRELAND. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Last week Shakespeare societies 
everywhere were celebrating the dramatist s 
birthday, and you reported the birthday 
lecture by Mr. Cecil Darley, our President in 
Dublin. I was that day in Wexford, having 
gone there to attend a performance by Mr. 
Anew McMaster’s Shakespearean company. 
It may interest some of your readers to learn 
that this company, with its remarkably varied 
Shakespeare repertory, has been touring our 
nn ever since the Dublin visit in 
December. Sir Frank Benson, who has had 
so distinguished a career, was with them, as 
will be remembered, when they were in 
Dublin, and what el wanted to tell you was 
that both he and Mr. McMaster assured me 
that a keener and more intelligent interest 
in Shakespeare’s work can be counted upon 
in the case of an Irish audience than in the 
case of a corresponding andience in England. 
This does seem interesting, as showing how 
Shakespeare belongs not to one country, but 
to humanity. 

I always recall, as illustrating his univer- 
sality, an Armenian which afed in 
1916, and the translation of wh begins 
thus :— 

To me Armenia seems thy home, for there 
Thy visions first absorbed my wondering mind. 
Armenia in thy every scene I find. 

If it could be so in the case of a people 
so remote in race and traditions as Armenia 
is from England, with how much greater truth 
might it™hot be claimed that Shakespeare s 
home is Ireland? It is, at any rate, not 
without interest. to know that throughout the

oe upon this official intimation and 
clear indication of intention, we followed our 
normal practice of covering a portion of our 
1928 requirements based upon existing ¢on- 
tracts for the supply of ng and upon. a 
conservative estimate of sales.

8d. per Ib. in January, 1928, 
to 9d. per lb. in April, 1928, immediately 
following the announcement. of the Govern- 
ment’s decision, foand us, -as it found the 
manufacturing industry as a whole, burdened, 
on the faith of the official statements: which 
I have quoted, with commitments and with 
stocks oí raw, processed and finished rubber 
at high prices. : 
EFFECT OF ABOLITION ON THE 

INDUSTRY. 

Large consumers of rubber operating on a 
world basis must provide ftly in ad- 
vance for their requirements, and, further, 
when they are desirous, as this Board is 
desirous, of avoiding the speculative element 
in their business, it is wise to keep as close 
to their principal competitors as possible in 
the general policy of rubber commitments. 
As a matter of fact, as I will show later, the 
announcement of the abolition of réstriction 
found us and our chief competitors, 
as far as we know, all in the same 
position, with this difference, that with one 
exception none of our chief competitors has 
great plantation interests, and they, therefore, 
only took the loss upon their manufacturing 
interests, whereas we had to take it both as 
manufacturers and as plantation owners. 

I again quote from the recent speech of the 
Chairman of the Rubber Growers’ Association 
on this. point of quite un losses due 
to the abrupt abolition of restriction — 

“I will end my remarks on this me by 
saying that I do not regret the fact that re- 
striction: is a thing of. the past, but I do 
deeply deplore the Government’s. way of end- 
ing it, and the enormous losses which have 
been inflicted upon producers and owners of 
stocks alike; losses which I believe could have 
been obviated had the advice tendered by 
the Council of this Association, in collabora- 
tion with other branches of the industry, béen 
acted upon.” 

The Chairman of the Ceylon Association, 
also speaking on the 29th ‘April, 1929, said

Well, obviously . if 
you are a manufacturer you provide 
adequately for your needs in stocks 
and commitments if suddenly the value of 
your stocks and commitments is cut in two 
you take that loss. On the other hand, if 
you are also a plantation owner you have 
stocks on the sea and in your godowns and 
you take that loss; so that if you are both 
@ plantation owner and a manufacturer you 
must take the loss in two ways. I think the 
other part of the question was, if you are 
such a large plantation owner why was there 
a loss on value between the two of you. In 
the first place, as I said in my speech, 
although we are the largest plantation owner 
under the British flag—we have about 68,000 
or 70,000 acres now and employ about 14,000 
people—that only supplies a very small 
fraction oí our requirements, and, therefore, 
it can have no material effect upon the general 
question of loss due to the abolition of re- 
striction in price. On the other hand, all the 
rubber which the plantations had when the 
announcement of the removal of restriction 
was made was manufactured at a very high 
cost, because of restriction.
